Will Contestants’ Attorney to 
Ask Investigation of Number 
of Catholics on Venire. 


PROTEST MADE TO COURT 


Sighteen Veniremen Tentatively 


Passed; Newspaper Reader Is 
Challenged. 


After the complete panel of 18 ven- 
fremen in the James Campbell will 
contest case had been tentatively 
passed in Judge Kinsey's court this 
forenoon, Il. Frank Ottofy, attorney 
for the contestants, challenged Oscar 
T. Johnson of 4955 Washington boule- 
vard on the ground that he had 
formed and expressed an opinion from 
reading newspapers, which it would 
take strong evidence to remove. Aft- 
er lengthy questioning by Judge Kin- 
sey, Attorney Morton Jourdan, for the 
defense, and by Ottofy, he was ex- 
cused. It appeared likely that the jury 
would be chosen during the afternoon. 

There was a sharp exchange between 
lawyers when Ottofy resumed the ques- 
tioning of Eberhard Anheuser, a vice- 
president of \he Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association, who had been called 
yesterday. 

Asked if he was prejudiced against 
will contests\ Anheuser replied: ‘I am 
prejudiced against contests in cases 
where the person making the will is 
admitted to have been in his right mind. 
If a man knows what he is doing I be- 
lieve he should be permitted to dicvose 
of his property as he sees fit.’’ 

F. N. Judson, counsel for; the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. smiled broadly when this 
answer was given. 


Objects to Merrimcnt. 
“There is no occasion for merriment,’’ 


said Ottofy. 

“Well,”” said Attorney Morton Jour- 
dan, “the juror stated the law on will 
contests very well and succienctly.”’ 

Judge Kinsey informer Anheuser that 
two issues were to be tried in the case 
and that the present jury would not be 
asked to decide whether Campbell's will 
was legally drawn or whether he was of 
sound mind when he made it. 

Ottofy entered an objection to the 
Judge advising the juror. He then 
again challenged Anheuser and the chal- 
lenge was overruled. 

The question of réligious belief was 
made an iésue in the case by Attorney 
Ottofy yesterday, in the questioning of 
veniremen, and again today. Each man 
was asked what religion he professed. 
Of the four men first examined, one said 
he was a member of the Catholic 
Church.

A par- 
tial list of 68 newspapers in which the 
statement appeared was then read and 
counsel for the defendant conceded that 
the statement had appeared in them. 
They also concede that a detailed state- 
ment of the circulations of each of the 
newspapers mentioned was correct. 

Plaintiff's Case Rested, 

The case of the plaintiff was rested 
after counsel for both sides had deliv- 
ered their opening address to the jury 
and one witness heard. Wiliiam M,. Iv- 
ins, for Barnes, pictured the former 
President as having been the nation’s 
greatest arbiter of morals and said he 
was now in court with an opportunity to 
prove the alleged libelous things he 
had said about Barnes on various occa- 
sions. 

William H. Van Benschoten, 
detense, described the Cclonel 
champion of good and honest Govern- 
ment, and said that he had _. been 
prompted to make the statement by 
the belief that there was corruption 
and rottenness in the administration of 
the Government of the State of New 
He reiterated the statement made 
that Col. Roosevelt meant 
nothing personal Barnes or to 
Charles F. Murphy Tammany Hall, 
who was ulso mentioned in the state- 
ment, and that those names vere simply 
“algebraic terms.’’ 

Col. Roosevelt arrived at the court- 
house before Barnes did. The crowd 
cheered the ex-President as he alighted 
from. an automobile, and the Colonel 
waved a reply with his hat. 

Ivins began his address by explaining 
to the jury the subject of libel and the 
law pertaining thereto. 


More Influence Than Newspaper. 
“We must consider the occasion out 


ef which the alleged libelous matter 
aruse,”’ he continued. “The occasion 
was antecedent to the primary elections 
in this State last fall. Who are the 
principals? The defendant, while a mem- 
ber of the Assembly in the early &’s, 
established a reputation as an author. 
He at that time had begun to make him- 
self a factor in public affairs. He had 
more influence than any single news- 
paper.’’ 

Attorney Ivins then outlined Col. 
lioosevelt’s political career, and added: 

“During all this time he continued to 
ve fluent with his pen and gradually 
became the greatest factur in American 
politics.’ 

After pointing out that Barnes and 
Col. Roosevelt were both educated at 
Harvard, the lawyer discussed at length 
the manner in which they had entered 
public life. 

“When did the interests of the prin- 
cipals in this action begin to diverge?” 
he went on. “I'll tell you. It was dur- 
ing the gubernatorial campaign of 1910. 
Wie do not intend to ge into that break 
just at this time. It is enough to say 
that a controversy arose over who would 
control the convention. The result was 
that Col. Roosevelt was the victor and 
he obtained control of the Republican 
party at that time. The Republican 
party failed at the election, however. 

Colonel Has 4,000,000 Followers. 

“In 1912 the defendant left the party 
and the details of the great campaign 
between Co!. Roosevelt, Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Taft are well known to you. Now, 
to show you how many people had con-

Death of 
for 


Fund Created, After 
Widow and Daughter, 
Purchase of Art Works. 


KANSAS CITY, April 20.—The will of 
William R. Nelson, editor and owner of 
the Kansas City Star, filed for probate 
today, makes the widow and Mrs. Laura 
Nelson Kirkwood, their daughter, trus- 
tees for life for the greater part of his 
property. 

It provides that they shall take the 
income, but the principal is to be kept 
intact for the creatéon,. after their death, 
of a fund, the proceeds of which, after 
providing for any children that may be 
born to Mrs. Kirkwood, are to be used 
for the public benefit. 

The value of the Nelson estate has 
been estimated at from $2,000,000 to $10,- 

A farm of i760 acres in Jackson Coun- 
ty, Mo., is set aside to be a model farm 
for 30 years, for the instruction of 
neighbors in stock raising and farming. 
After that time the farm ts to become 
a part of the trust estate, the will pro- 
vides. 

University 

On the death of both Mrs. Nelson and 
Mrs. Kirkwood manageemnt of the prop- 
erty is to be placed in the hands of 
a board of trustees consisting of tne 
presidents of the universities of Missou- 
ri, Kansas and Oklahoma. The three 
university presidents are to be a board 
which will change only as changes are 
made by the universities. When a per- 
son ceases to be at the head of his 
state university, he also will cease to be 
a member of the board. 

The university trustees are required to 
set aside for each of the children of 
Mrs. Kirkwood, if any, property “of 
the reasunable value of $1,000,000." The 
residue is to be managed for public pur- 
poses under the name of “The William 
Rockhill Nelson trust.’’ 

It is provided that the net income 
“shall pe used and expended for the 
purchase of works and reproductions of 
fine arts, such as paintings, engravings, 
sculpture, tapestries and rare books, 
the purpose being to procure in this 
manner works of the fine arts which will 
contribute to the delectation and enjoy- 
ment of the public generally, but are not 
usually provided for by public funds." 

It directs the university trustees in the 
purchase of works of art to select works 
or reproductions of the work of artists 
who have been dead at least 40 years at 
the time of purchase. 

One section of the will says: “All 
works of fine arts purchased by the 
university trustees shall be kept and 
remain at all times in Kansas City, 
Mo., for public exhibition in such build- 
ings as may be provided by the public 
for that or similar purposes.”’ 

Newspaper to Be Sold. 

Sale of the Kansas City Star is di- 
rected “if at the time when the prop- 
erty shall come into the hands of the 
unis ersity trustees the estate owns and 
is publishing a newspaper or news- 
papers. The trustees must sell the

HUMANE OFFICIAL 
ACTS AS REFEREE 


Rozier C. Meigs Holds Back 
Crowd From Ellroy V. Selleck 
and James E. Landon. 


Rozier C. Meigs, attorney and of- 
ficer of the Humane Society, dis- 
blayed his Humane Society badge 


this morning to compel a crowd to 
stand back and let two brother at- 
torneys finish a sociable little fist 
fight. The combatants were Ellroy 
V. Selleck, 39 years old, an attorney 
with offices in the Holland Building, 
and James E. Landon, 38, a lawyer, 
boarding at 3904 Cook avenue. 

_ The row between the attorneys had 
its origin in a trial before Judge 
Miller in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, when Selleck appeared as spe- 
cial prosecutor in a larceny charge 
against Mrs. Marie Wilson, proprie- 
tor of the boarding house at which 
Landon lives. 

Mrs, Wilson was accused of Keep- 
ing a trunk containing clothing be- 
longing to Charles Richards, a for- 
mer boarder. Her defense was that 
Richards owed her a board bill. Meigs 
was her attorney and Landon, who 
recently came here from Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, and is waiting for his wife 
to come from Tampico, was a witness. 

While Landon was on the stand, 
Selleck asked him if he were not an 
admirer of Mrs. Wilson. He denied it 
resentfully. When the case was fin- 
ished by the acquittal of Mrs. Wilson, 
Landon and Selleck met near one 
of the entrances of the Municipal 
Courts Building. 

“What did you mean by asking me 
that question?’ Landon shouted. “I 
em a lawyer,” replied Selleck, “and 
do not have to apologize for questions 
I ask a witness on the stand.” 

Landon without another word 
swung a right hook to Selleck’s jaw. 
Selleck countered and a crowd rushed 
forward to separate them. 

“Stand back!” shouted Meigs, 
throwing his coat open and exhibiting 
his humane society badge. “Stand 
back. This fight is going to be fair 
and square!” 

The crowd respected the badge. 
Finally a patrolman and Edward 
Stacklin, a citizen, broke in and 
separated the combatants, but not un- 
til they had exchanged several blows.

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BAD DREAMS HELD 


10 BE GOOD BASIS 
FOR DAMAGE SUIT 


Alderman Weil Upheld in Mak- 
ing Them Part of Complaint 
Against U. R. Co. 


Circuit Judge Grimm, in a ruling 
today in a $7500 damage suit against 
the United Railways Co. by Max 
Weil, an Alderman of the Seventh 
Ward, held that Weil had a right to 
include bad dreams as a grounds for 
his suit for damages for bodily in- 
juries and shock to his nervous sys- 
tem. 

Weil, who lives at 919 Morrison ave- 
nue and who took his seat in the Board 
of Aldermen today, alleged he was jolt- 
ed off the front platform of a Cherokee 
car on March 2, 1914, when the motor- 
man threw open the front door and 
stopped with a sudden jerk at Dolman 
street and Russell avenue. Weil con 
tended he was pitched forward,. suf- 
fering an injury to his hip and a shook 
to his nervous system. 

As a result of the shock to his nerv- 
ous system, Weil alleged, he has bad 
dreams at night, in which he dreams of 
being run over by street cars and his 
legs cut off. 

Counsel for the United Railways Co. 
attacked that part of Weil's petition re- 
lating to his bad dreams, contending it 
was not ground for damages and asking 
that it ne stricken out. 

Judge Grimm, overruling the United 
Railways’ motion, declared if Weil had 
not received any physical injuries he 
probably would not be able to sue for 
damages on account of bad dreams 
alone.

Grst sight seems almost incredible, the 
conclusion of a general peace in Europe 
at a not far distant date. 

While these reports are intangible and 
cannot at present be ascribed to a defi- 
nite source, they nevertheless are re- 
flected in high quarters and they are 
given heed by careful observers of inter- 
national politics. 

Among other reasons in support of this 
the argument is offered that Rome is an 
excellent field for the conduct of nego- 
tiations of this nature; Prince von Bue- 
low, one of the ablest of German diplo- 
mats, is in Rome as Ambassador to 
Italy; and the official relations between 
Italy and Germany as well as between 
Italy and the Powers of the Triple En- 
tente, are cordial.

$5,000,000 NOTES DUE 


Action of Federal Court in Chi- 
cago Taken on Plea of Ameri- 
can Steel Foundriés Co. 


CHICAGO, April 2.—The Chicago 
Rock, Island & Pacific Railway Co. was 
placed in the hands of receivers in Judge 
Carpenters’ branch of the United States 
District Court here today. The stock 
dropped 10 points on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

The company admitted its inability to 
meet more than $5,000,000 in short term 
notes and other obligations, due be- 
tween now and May 1], and the Court ap- 
pointed H. U. Mudge, president of the 
company, and Jacob M. Dickinson, for- 
mer Secretary of War, receivers. Dick- 
inson formerly was general counsel for 
the Illinois Central Railroad. 

Application for the receivership was 
made by the American Steel Foundries 
Co., which has a claim of about $16,000 
against the defendant. A. C. Ridgeway, 
vice president of the railway company, 
and W. F. Dickinson, its general attor- 
ney, appeared in court. Answering the 
petition Ridgeway stated that a receiv- 
ership was the best means of protecting 
creditors, bond and stockholders and 
collateral interests. 

Disappeared Financially. 

The railway company was the basic 
property for the formation of the Rock 
Island Co., which is said particularly 
to have disappeared from the financial 
inap, and the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railroad Co. The railroad com- 
pany owned % ver cent of the stock 
of the railway company which actually 
v»perated the road. It has been in the 
hands of a receiver appointed in New 
York for a considerable period. 

Inquiry of the legal department of the 
road as to the present status of the 
Rock Island company. which _in_ turn 
owned all of the stock of the railroad 
company elicited the reply: 

“It seems to have disappeared. Its 
only asset was the railroad company 
the stock of which dropped to a dollar 
or so and with such assets its fate can 
be imagined.”’ 

Stockholders of the railway company 
held their annual meeting here April 12 
last after a Federal Court had declined 
to enjoin the meeting on petition of 
counsel for minority stockholders. Ru- 
mors of apparently authentic origin at 
the time were current that the com- 
pany was insolvent. New directors were 
elected as follows: Nathan L. Amster, 
Boston; W. Emlen Roosevelt, William J. 
Matheson and Charles Hayden, all of 
New York. Amster was vredited to the 
minority faction and he stated that the 
fight for control ‘had just begun.” 

Management Under Inquiry. 

With reference to the financial man- 
agement of the property considerable 
testimony was introduced two months 
ago in the course of the arbitration of 
the wage demands of the firemen and 
engineers of Western railroads. W. J. 
Lauck, a statistician employed by the 
men in an exhibit, said: 

‘The road came under control of the 
Moore brothers and Daniel G. Reid in 
1901. At that time began the dissipa- 
tion of the great resources of the com- 
pany as well as the manipulation of its 
securities by which the Rock Island 
company and the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railroad Co. were launched. 
The total amount of fictitious Capitaliza- 
tion with which the railway company 
is now burdened is enormous.” 

The bill filed by the minority stock- 
holders asking for an injunction al- 
leged that the railway’s debts aggregat- 
ed $238,000,000. It was stated further 
that the stock of the company which 
sold in 1902 at $150, has sold as low as 
$19 a share, and that at the time the 
petition was filed it was quoted at 
$28. It stated that the Reid-Moore in- 
terests were still in control. 


Lost by Frisco Deal. 

B. F. Yoakum, testifying before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, Oct 
17, last, in its investigation of Rock 
Island financial transactions, said he 
estimated the Rock Island had lost 
about $7,500,000 in its purchase and re- 
sale of the stock of the Frisco lines, 
or the difference between $61.50 and 
$37.50 a share. Yoakum acted for Fris- 
co stockholders in buying back the 
stock. 

At the same hearing Frederick C. 
Sharcod, an examiner for the commis- 
sion, testified that in the acquisition of 
the St. Louis, Kansas City and Colo- 
rado road by the Rock Island in 1902 
David R. Francis and John Scullin of 
St. Louis received $2,000,000 in Rock 
Island stock for $3,000,000 in St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Colorado bonds and that 
the Rock Island assumed an indebted- 
ness of $4,500,000 from the absorbed road. 


Chairman of Company Declares Re- 
eceivership Ia Protective Measure. 
NEW YORK, April 2.—At the local 

offices of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railway Co. announcement of 
the receivership seemed to occasion no 
surprise.

CHINA, SAYS GREY 


Foreign Secretary Announces in 
House Britain Is for Re- 
public’s Independence. 


KEEPS IN CLOSE TOUCH 


Declares Everything Will Be 
Done to Insure Protection 


for British Trade. 


LONDON, April 20, 3:55 p. m.—The 
preservation of the common interests of 
all the Powers in China by the insur- 
ance of the independence and the in- 
tegrity of the Chinese republic and the 
principle of equal opportunities for the 
commerce and industry of all nations 
in China was declared today by Sir 
Edward Grey, Foreign Secretary, to be 
the policy of the British Government in 
China. 

Sir Edward spoke in the House of 
Commons. He was asked a number of 
questions concerning the negotiations 
now going on between China and Japan, 
but replied that under present condi- 
tions, while the negotiations were still 
proceeding, he was not able to give a 
detailed statement. Speaking generally, 
however, he declared that the policy of 
the British Government in China con- 
tinued to be governed by the terms of 
the Anglo-Japanese agreement as de- 
fined above. 

The Foreign Secretary added that the 
Government was in close touch with 
diplomatic circles in China and Japan 
and with commercial bodies interested 
in the Far East, and the House might 
rest assured that the Government weuld 
endeavor to secure, to the best of its 
ability, an open door to British com- 
merce in all parts of China. 


Grey’s Announcement Arouses Deep 
Interest in Washington. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s announcement of _ the 
policy of Great Britain in China com- 
manded deepest interest in official 
and diplomatic quarters here, where 
the negotiations between Japan and 
China have been followed with close 

attention. 

At every juncture administration

BERLIN IN DICTATED CRITICISM 
OF U. S. NEUTRALITY POLICY 


German Government Takes Responsibility for 
Bernstorff Note— President in Charge of 
Situation, Regarded as Grave. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—The German 
Foreign Office, in response, it is under- 
stood, to inquiries by the State Depart- 
through Ambassador Gerard at 
Berlin, has assumed full responsibility 
for the note presented by Ambassador 
von Bernstorff April 5 last to the United 
States Government, in which Germany 
virtually charged that the United States, 
in permitting the export of arms to the 

allies, was violating its neutrality. 

In assuming responsibility the Ger- 
man Government has taken an unequiv- 
ocal position in support of Ambassador 


ment, 


von Bernstorff, declaring that he acted 


solely under specific instructions from 
the Foreign Office. This explanation of 
the matter was given out at the time 
by Count von Bernstorff's directions at 
the German embassy here, but it is now 
apparent that the administration pre- 
ferred in a matter of such gravity to 
deal direct with the German Foreign 
Office. 

The turn given to this controversy by 
an assumption by Berlin of responsibil- 
ity for the criticisms of the administra- 
tion set forth in Count von Bernstorff's 
memorandum has so impressed Fresi- 
dent Wilson that he has taken full 
charge of the correspondence and per- 
sonally will supervise the answer of the 
American Government to the statements 
and insinuations which are contained in 
the German note. 


Reply to Be in Pliain Terms. 

This answer, there seems to be no 
doubt, will be couched in language s0 
clear, precise and unmistakable that 
there will be little rcom left for any 
further misconception in Germany of the 
American attitude toward, not only the 
arms question but all other matters sup- 
posed to affect this country’s neutrality. 

The most difficult feature of the note. 
in view of the officials here, apparent 
ly is contained in the apparent implica- 
tion which it carries, in some portions, 
that it is the intention of Germany to 
draw the United States into a discus- 
sion regarding the conduct of the war 
on the part of Great Britain, and the 
propriety of various measures arfecting 
neutrals instituted by the allies. 

Judging by the previous policy of 
President Wilson, there is little doub<¢ 
that he will decline to be drawn into a 
controversy of this nature or to accede 
to anv attempt to justify Germany's 
conduct at any point by the conduct 
of the allies. The passages of the note 
such as “the different British ordors 
in conncil have altered the universally 
recognized rules of fnternational Jaw in 
such a one-sided manner that they ar- 
bitrarily suppress the trade of neutral 
countries with Germany,’ will, it is 
probable, either be virtually ignored or 
dismissed with a brief reference or quo- 
tation of the various notes of protest 
already dispatched by the United States 
to Great Britain. 

The German note remarked that, fol- 
lowing the seizure by Great Britzin of 
an American vessel carrying foodstuffs 
to Germany, the United States had not 
yet succeeded in obtaining the release 
of this ship, and that “such a delay, 
especially where foodstuffs is concerned, 
seems equivalent to complete failure.’’ 
To this the United States will probably 
reply with a very pointed hint that this 
cuestion is one to be adjusted solely 
hetween the Governments of Great Brit- 
ain and the United States, without the

Great Britain has agreed to pay for 
the cargo of foodstuffs shipped by the 
W. L. Green Commission Co. of St. 
Louis on the American steamer Witil- 
helmina for Hamburg. The Wilhelmina 
put inte Falmouth, England, because 
of damage suffered in a gale, and the 
cargo of foodstuffs was throwr into 4% 
prize court. Britain now has agreed 
‘oO pay what the shippers would have 
realized by selling the cargo at Ham 
burg and for losses incurred. The 
steamer is not to be detained. 


Offensive Part of Note. 

That part of the German note moa‘ 
offensive to the administration, how 
ever, was that made public by the Ger- 
man Ambassador on April 9, four days 
after the presentation of the note to 
the State Department, but previous to 
Its formal consideration by the Secre- 
tary of State and the President, in 
which Germany virtually charges the 
United States with violations of nev- 
trality by exporting arms to the allies. 

In this portion of the German note 
it is argued that the precedents of in- 
ternational law afford no guide in the 
present instance, by reason of the fact 
that, in other wars, either of the bel- 
ligerents might receive arms from out: 
side, and there were also a large num- 
ber of neutral countries engaged in th> 
manufacture of arms and competing 
for the trade of the warring countries, 
whereas in the present war the United 
States alone, among ‘large arms man- 
ufacturing nations, is still in a position 
to export heavily of these commodities, 
and is, moreover, exporting them ex- 
clusively to the enemies of Germany. 

“If the American people,” said the 
Cerman note, “desire to observe tree 
neutrality they will find means to stup 
the exclusive exportation of arms 10 
one side.” To this it is possible to fore- 
cast the reply of the United States by 
reference to the open letter addressed 
by Secretary Bryan to Senator Stone, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign .Relations, in which the same 
question was discussed. 

Position to Be Restated. 

There is little doubt felt among offi- 
cCials here, however, that the reply of 
the United States to Germany in the 
present instance will lay down the Amer- 
ican position with considerably more 
plainness and emphasis than was done 
in that letter. At that time Secretary 
Bryan contended that if Germany was 
unable to enjoy the game privileges of 
purchasing munitions in America en- 
joyed by the allies, that was not in. any 
sense the fault of either the United 
States Government or of its individual 
citizens, but was due entirely to the 
inability of Germany to cope with the 
British navy. 

This position undoubtedly will be re- 
stated by the President, but in consid- 
erbly more detail and with, it is possible, 
specifio citations from the history of 
Germany herself sufficient to show that 
in previous wars German gunmakers 
have shown no more reszard for the of- 
ficially neutral position of their Gov- 
ernment than have American manufac- 
turers in the present struggle. 

In the face of advices from Berlin a!! 
talk of the recall of Count von Bern- 
storff, either in official or unofficial 
circles, has ceased absolutely. There 
seems to be a general belief, however, 
that the American reply will be deliv- 
ered and all future negotiations in the 
} resent controversy carried on through 
Ambassador Gerard at Berlin. 
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Switzerland. The Minister stated that 
his country wags becoming more iso- 
lated as a result of its inability to 
import goods and that he was seek- 
ing the co-operation of the United 
States, especially in regard to goods 
manufactured in this country.

Two boys. one big and one small, who 
get along. together like two strange bull- 
dogs, have had a large part in causing 
the maritai difficulties of William T. 
Hays, general manager of the Scullin-

ing to the story told today by Mra. Hays 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter at her hour, 
642 Clark avenue, Webster Groves. Their

smashed the door of her husband's room 
with a hammer Sunday, and Hays called 
the ‘rown Marshal. 

The big boy is Fred Hays, 15 years old, 
Hays’ son by his first marriage, and the 
small one is Yewell Rice, 9, Mrs. Hays’ 
son by her first marriage. She was Mrs. 
Nella Rice, a divorcee, and Hays was @ 
widower of less than a year, when they 
were married in Terre Haute, Ind., New 
Year's day. 

As soon as they settled down in 
the Webster Groves home, Mrs. Hays 
said, the conflict between the boys 
began. Fred picked on Yewell, she 
said, and this did not surprise her, 
for she thought she knew something 
about the ways of boys. But what 
did surprise her was that Fred's 
father did not make him stop. 

Quarrel Over Pet Chickens, 

Fred tried to make Yewell drink beer. 
she declared, and when Yewell got a 
few chickens as pets Fred made the 
younger boy sell them to him at his 
own price, and began to quarter the 
fowls in the house. This brought 4 
plague of rats and mice, Mrs. Hays 
said, but her husband would not make 
Fred remove the chickens from the 
basement, while some of the smaller 
ones were kept in his room.

Not having finished her 
inventory of grievances, Mrs, Hays 
was not ready to say what she would 
do. Hays, who ig still living at the 
house, announced today that he had 
dropped out of the debate, and that 
his wife could talk about him as 
long ag she wished. 

Smoked Her Cigarettes. 

Avalling herself of this gracious per- 
mission, Mrs. Hays said that her hus- 
band had taken her to only two the- . 
atrical performances since they were 
married, and that he had a habit, after 
dinner, of going to bed immediately, or 
of going out to card parties, to which 
she had to accompany him. Poker was 
usually the game, she said. Last Friday 
night, she declared, they sat up until 
daybreak playing poker at a friend's 
house. The host went to bed several 
hours before she could persuade Hays to 
leave, she related. 

She also told how he smoked up her 
stock of monogram cigarettes, which, 
she said, she kept for bedtime consump- 
tion, and how, although making $600 a 
month, he had failed to furnish her the 
price of » spring suit and hat.

Drug Trade Profitable and 
Speedy Reorganization Is 
Planned, Creditors to Take 
Notes or 50 Cents on Dol-

Since that time officers and directors 
of the firm have made other outside in- 
vestments, principally in real estate in 


St. Louis and Kansas City and in farm 
and timber land. Although the firm, 
with assets of more than $1,000,000 and 
with an annual business of between 
$5,000,000 and $6,000,0, appears to have 
been run conservatively, so far as its 
dealings in drugs were concerned, it was 
s0 heavily involved in outside affairs 
that it could not stand the strain when 
the European war, with the attendant 
increased cost of importations and slow- 
ness of collections, brought things to a 
crisis. 
Reorganization Is Planned. 

Plans for a reorganiaztion are matur- 
ing and those familiar with the details 
say they promise to succeed within a 
short time. Charles W. Wall, treasurer 
of the company, hopes everything can 
be arranged within a month so that the 
receivership can be dropped. 

Lee’s report gave the first inkling that 
officers and directors of the company 
had drawn enormously on the firm's re- 
sources for outside investment. it con- 
tained an expert accountant’s report 
that officers and directors had obtained 
$751,220.93 in what were called ‘‘over- 
drafts.’’ Their ability to refund this 
tmoney, according to the report, depends 
on many circumstances, but the only 
portion which can be realized upon 
readily is estimated at $15,000. 

The report also stated that five cor- 
porations promoted by certain officers 
of the drug company and holding St. 
Lowvis realty and leaseholds, have re- 
ceived advances of $361,482.71. From these 
investments an expert appraiser has es- 
timated $108,110.10 may be realized. 

On the face of these two statements 
§t appeared that officers had drawn from 
the company $989,593.54 more than their 
investments could repay if settlement 
were demanded at once. Against this 
apparent deficit is charged the uncer. 
tain assets which, in the language of 
the receiver, “‘depend upon many ctir- 
cumstances.’’ 

The reporter sought to get the de- 
tails of these transactions both from 
Receiver Lee and Treasurer Wall. The 
receiver declined to give them on the 
ground that he is an officer of the court 


harmony with the officers of the com- 
pany so as to assist in its early rehabili- 
tation. When he kept an appointment 
to disctes the subject, he was accom- 
panied by his attorney, who advised 
him to make this answer. The receiver 
added that stockholders and prospective 
investors would be fully informed of all 
tvansactions. 
Text of Formal Statement. 

When Wall was first asked about the 
report he made notes of the particular 
matters on which information was 
sought and promised a statement after 
be had consulted with members of the 
firm. When the reporter returned at a 
time agreed upon, Wall handed: to him 
the following typewritten statement: 

All of our efforts are directed to- 
wards making a settlement with our 
ereditcrs that will secure them 
against loss and re-establishing upon 
a sound basis the drug house that 
has been of great benefit to the 
business interests of St. Louts. 

With respect to the statement of the 
expert accountants that was filed by 
the receiver today, we beg to state 
that we are ready and anxious to 
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explain all transactions fully te the 

creditors, who are the only ones that

Wall was then asked if the whole 
trouble had rot started with the Boer 
War concession.

His father and other members of the 
drug house came to his rescue. Al- 
though the exhibit was an elaborate 
one, it did not pay. When the ac- 
counts were settled there was a deficit 
of $200,000. lt is said, although no for- 
mal confirmation of this was obtained, 
that subsequent outside investments 
were made by officers of the drug com- 
pany in the hopes of recouping this 
loss of a quarter of a million dollars. 
How Reorganization Is Planned. 
Wall outlined the re-organization 
plans as follows: A new company is 
to be formed, to be called the Meyer 
Bros. Drug Corporation. The fixtures, 
merchandise, etc. are to be turned in 
in exchange for $700,000 in new stock. 
To this will be added new invest- 
ments by outsiders of $300,000, mak- 
ing the total capital $1,000,000. 
Creditors will take advantages of 
either of two alternates. They may 
take notes for the amounts due to 
them, payable, with interest, at in- 
tervals for a 5-year period; or they 
may settle at once for 50 cents cash 
on the dollar. Holders of important 
accounts, Wali said, will for the most 
part adopt the former plan, as the 
company has visible assets enough to 
make complete payment possible 
within that time. A few Eastern 
creditors, holders of small accounts, 
had themselves suggested the alter- 
native plan, as a means of helping 
the concern to reorganize without de- 
lay. p 

That the company’s methods of con- 
ducting the drug business were not at 
fault seems to be the opinion of Re- 
ceiver Lee, who, following them.in the 
main, in the 47 days he has been. in 
charge, has been able to make a good 
profit. When he closes the receivership 
in the State court, to begin in the Fed- 
eral court—to which it was removed at 
the demand of New York creditors—he 
believes a healthy and satisfactory con. 
dition of affairs will be shown. He ex- 
pects to make the transfer within the 
next ten days. 

When the receivership was asked at 
first, the outstanding debts were esti- 
mated at approximately $400,000, against 
which were set assets of more than $1,- 
000,000. Lee, in his report, stated that 
for some time the company had been 
unable to find ready money enough tv 
take advantage of cash discounts in its 
purchases. By taking the discounts 
since he has been in charge, he has been 
able to save $6635.03 on this item alone. 
He estimates this year’s business will 
run between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. Ho» 
has collected $263,547.85 of the $358,581.12 
debts collectable at the time he took 
charge. 

Treasurer Wall explained the item in 
the receiver’s report In which it was 
said that the company had paid out 
$80,000 In premiums on $200,000 in life in- 
surance policies for debtors, of which 
the present marketable value is only a 
little more than $2000. When a debtor 
ecouldn’t pay, Wall said, the policies 
were taken out with his consent, 'v 
bring some recompense after the man's 
death. The policies are, for the most 
part, on the straight life, nonparticipat- 
ing plan, with little or no surrender 
value during the life of the man, but

The defendants named in the suit are 
Franklin, who made an assignment of 
all his assets to the committee in an at- 
tempt to forestall bankruptcy proceed- 
ings; R. S. Hawes, L. S. Mitchell and A. 
E. Brooker, St. Louis bankers; August 
Schlafly, Samuel McCluney and I. V. 
Barth.

Asks for a Receiver. 

Besides asking an injunction to prevent 
the sale, the petition asked that Frank 
lin be adjudged insolvent and that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to administer the 
estate. 

The allegation was made in the peti- 
tion that the Pemiscot County land was 
worth $650,000 and that the committee 
had refused an offer of $350,000 for it. It 
also alleged that the committee had dis- 
posed of a large amount of Franklin’s 
personal property for less than one-half 
its value, and that the committee acted 
“for the benefit of certain creditors who 
have been in touch with said commit- 
tee.”’ 

On learning that the sale had beea 
made, Attorney Harlan said it might be 
impossible tO prevent the sale, but that 
the request for a receivership and a 
judgment of insolvency would stand. 


: Statement for Committee. 
Schlafly, speaking for the committee, 


said the property was appraised at $308, - 
000. He said the committee was trying 
to serve the best. interest of all the 
creditors. He denied the allegation that 
the committee had refused $350,000 for 
the property. A Kansas City man of- 
fered $325,000 he said, and the committee 
tried to close a deal with him, but he 
failed to make the required cash pay- 
ment, and so the sale to McGinley was 
made. 

Franklin made the assignment of his 
property to the committee last July. The 
property still in the committee’s con- 
trol includes a large tract of Jand near 
Corpus Christi, Tex.; the stock of the 
Mississippi Valley Raflroad Co., several 
timber holdings, a stave mill and Frank- 
lin's stock in the Bankers’ Trust Co., 
whose affairs are now in liquidation.

Less than three years ago, iie said, 
he gave Crone the money to pay all 
the deeds of trust, and turned the 
deeds and notes over to Crone. He 

if Crone gave him a warranty deed 
and a certificate of title, and that on 
the title, Crone made a notation saying 
all the deeds of trust had been paid. 

After the woman’s visit, he looked 
up the deeds in the Recorder's books. 
and found, he said, that none of them 
had been released. 

Witnesses in cases against four real 
estate dealers were summoned to ap- 
pear before the brand jury this after- 
noon. The grand jury, which began by 
indicting A. H. Frederick for forgery, 
is taking up all charges presented, of 
crooked practices in real estate securi- 
ties and conveyances.

Leon W. Quick, receiver for the Rank- 
ers’ Trust Co., was subpenaed to enable 
the grand jury to determine whether 
St. Louis or St. Louis County has jur- 
isdiction into the releases of deeds of 
trust by W. lL. Musick, who promoted 
the Musick subdivision in the county. 


Finds Three Deeds Released. 

Quick, in statements yesterday, said 
that in investigating collateral pledged 
by Musick to secure about $100,000 bor- 
rowed from the Bankers’ Trust Co., he 
found at least three deeds of trust, ag- 
gregating $2350, had been released at 
Clayton by Musick without the knowl- 
edge or consent of the Bankers’ Trust 
Co., which still holds the original notes 
and deeds of trust. Musick, who is now 
in Chicago, denied yesterday that any 
transaction of his was fraudulent. 

If Circuit Attorney Harvey learns, by 
questioning Quick, that the jurisdiction 
lies within the city, he will have the 
grand jury inquire into Musick’s re- 
lease of the deeds of trust, to deter- 
mine if there has been a violation of 
the law. If the jurisdiction lies within 
the county, the Musick case probably 
will be taken up at Clayton by the reg. 
ular grand jury which meets there next 
month.

He said he 
would recommend another bread-wrap- 
ping bill in his message to the new 
Board of Aldermen. 

Dr. Starkloff, Health 
several members of the medical fratern- 
ity, representative club women, State 
Food Inspector Fricke’'s celebrated band 
of women volunteer deputies, 53 strong, 
led by Mrs. Senseney, and Roger Bald- 
win, were arrayed in favor of bread 
wrapping at the conference. An equally 
imposing number of bakers, great and 
small. their legal advisers and gpokes- 
men and two former Councilmen, who 
wanted to protest that they were asleep 
while their wide-awake brothers were 
voting upon and passing the bill, were 
there to oppose bread wrapping.

Scientific 
analysis had revealed that seven loaves 
out of 100 carried colon bacilli. By per- 
sonal inspection he had determined 
that on many of the small bakery de- 
livery wagons the drivers acted both 
as hostlers and bread handlers without 
any intermediate washing of hands. 

One of the bakers rose to demand that 
he trace one case of typhoid fever to 
its source in a loaf of bread. Dr. Stark- 
loff said it usually was impossible to 
trace an epidemic to its source. 

Miss Jane Thompson rose gracefully 
to remark that she should think the in- 
crease of intestinal diseases along with 
the increase in consumption of bakers’ 
bread would establish the connection. 

An argument of the representative of 
the legislative committee of the North 
St. Louis Business Men’s Association 
against the bill was based upon the ex- 
ercise by police power and espionage 
upon private business. 

Mrs. Senseney told :of having seen 
loaves of bread loaded into wagons 
after rolling in the dust of the street; 
of having seen a driver blow his nose 
with his hand while at the same time 
handling bread. She contended that 
bread in wrappers was but. another 
stage in the growing demand for all 
foodstuffs in sealed packages. 

Then came the baker with the state- 
ment, scientifically supported, that 
bread, while fresh, mildews and fer- 
ments; that the choice in wrapped 
loaves: lies between soggy and = stale 
bread.

It is a very unusual thing to 
see “leibessen,’’ a favorite dish, on the 
bill of fare in any restaurant now. 
There is a scarcity in lentils. It is prac- 
tically impossible to buy any, and when 
they are sold the grocers ask at least 
double the amount they were sold for 
tefore the war. It is practically the 
same with dried beans. 
Butter prices have increased about 2% 
cents per pound, milk has been raised 
half a cent a quart. All fresh fruits 
have retained their old prices. Celery 
and cabbage have gone up from 15 to 4 
per cent. | 
Petroleum sells at the same price. 
There was a scarcity for a time, but 
since the Russians have been driven out 
of Bukowina the import of petroleum 
has been continued as in former times. 
Since the beginning of the war electric- 
ity has been put in most houses in Sax- 
ony, even in villages. 
Some vf the high schools in Chemnitz 
were closed since the students had fol- 
lowed their teachers to the front at the 
first sound of the bugle. 
In the primary schools there is great 
activity among the children. They have 
been told that the Government has 
called in all the gold, and the writer was 
accosted by a little blue-eyed, flaxen- 
haired Saxon boy who asked whether he 
happened to have a 20-mark ($5) gold 
piece in his pocket. 

“And if I had?’ asked the correspond- 
ent. 

“I'd give you 20-mark paper money for | 
it, that’s all,’’ was the prompt reply. 

“You know, Mr. Amerikaner,” he said, 
“‘by right I should not talk to you at all, 
because you are helping the allies. You 
are anti-German. Your President sends 
arms and ammunition for those awful 
British and French soldiers and none to 
us. And if I bring a gold piece to school 
my teacher will give you back the 
amount in paper, and—well, I get an 
afternoon free. Don’t you see why I 
want a 2%-mark piece?’ 

Unfortunately, the writer could not 
help the little fellow get a half-holiday. 
During all the time I traveled in Ger- 
many I did not see a gold coin. 

From Chemnitz I went by rail to 
Dresden. 

It was Sunday night. The streets 
were crowded. The street cars were 
running regularly and there were no 
outward indications that these were 
war times. The cafes were filled to 
overflowing and the writer had consid- 
erable trouble to obtain a chair at the 
New Music Hall, At 11 o’clock an ex- 
cellent band stopped, after playing ‘‘Die 
Wacht am Rhein.’’ Everybody sang the 
national air standing. Three hurrahs 
closed the cvening’s entertainment. 

In Dresden the feeling against Amer- 
icans is not as pronounced as in most 
other cities in Germany, yet the fact 
that the allies have been able to pur- 
chase arms and ammunition in the 
United States has caused some unpleas- 
antness in Dresden. 

Unfortunately, many Americans doing 
business and still residing in Germany 
have, for business reasons, seen fit to 


criticise their own country. 
All the theaters were crowded in

One of the attaches at the United 
States Consul-General's -ffice, at the re- 
quest of the writer obtained from his 
mother, who keeps house in Dresden, 
a list telling just what food prices are 
today and what they were before the 
war. This list, most carefully prepared 
shows there is a general increase, not 
very pronounced, in most _ articles. 
Many, however, are sold today for the 
same prices which they brought prior to 
the war. 

INO increase was recorded in veal, beef, 
salt, lemons, horseradish and salt pick- 
les. All other articles of food sell higher 
today in Dresden than before the war. 
Butter, which brought 40 cents per 
pound, now retails at 45 cents. Eggs 
were 36 cents per dozen and now bring 
ww cents. A 100-pound measure of pota- 
toes costs $1.75 now. Before the war it 
rold for $1. Lentils could be purchased 
for 7% cents per pound, now théy are 
sold for from 18 to 21 cents and are very 
scarce even at that advanced rate of 
price. Even sauerkraut has been raised 
1 cent a pound.

Asiatic Monroe Doctrine. 

Dr. Mathews, discussing the de- 
mands made upon China by Japan, 
Saiq that if Japan's only purpose was 
to build up an Asiatic Monroe Doc- 
trine the Americans can hardly fail 
to sympathize: with her, particularly 
as we recall her need for territory 
in which to expand. 

“But the analogy of the Monroe Doc- 
trine,”” continued Dr. Mathews, “will 
not justify the direct or indirect, whole 
or partial control of China by Japan 
in the interests of Japanese commer- 
cial or. territorial expansion. The pol- 
icy of Japan may be likened to that of 
the Monroe Doctrine only so far as it 
seeks to protect itself in checking Eu- 
ropean aggressions in China, but it 1s 
quite difficult in so far as it may in- 
volve the establishment of Japan as a 
recognized predominant influence and 
check in the internal affairs of China. 

“Yet it is precisely at this point that 
America is drawn into the situation. It 
not only desires the ‘open door for 
commerce, but it also does not want to 
see China dismembered or the subject 
of Japan. 

America Involved. 

“In this juncture China can only look 
to the United States, just as Japan, be- 
fore that empire became the present 
world Power, looked to the United 
States. Thus America both on the side 
of the ‘open door’ and from the side of 
her championing of a weak nation has 
been drawn into the Asiatic situation. 
If I interpret the American attitude 
correctly, there is a genuine belief 
among the more intelligent men that 
it would be better for China to develop 
under Asiatic leadership than under 
the European. 

“But the question still remains, Why 
should China require any leadership in- 
volving political control? Would not the | 
chivalrous policy on the part of all na- 
tions be to guarantee China free oppor- 
tunity for self development? Here seems 
to me to be a supreme opportunity for 
the United States and Japan to show 
meaning not only of their friendship for 
each other but for China as well. In a 
moment when all Europe has found the 
diplomacy of force bringing about inde- 
scribable misery, the United States and 
Japan have an opportunity to demon- 
strate the power of a diplomacy based 
upon giving of justice. I believe Japan 
has in a large measure the future of 
Asia in her keeping. I feel it a test of 
Japan's true greatness.”’ 

Dr. Mathews said that Count Okuma 
had assured both Dr. Gulick and himself 
that Japan had no other purpose than 
to maintain the ‘‘open door’’ policy in 
China. 

The California Question. 

Referring to the Japanese question in 
Cauifornia Dr. Mathews said it seemed 
unworthy of a great nation like the 
United States ‘‘to leave the situation in 
its present status, in which an un- 
answered protest is still lodged with our 
State Department at Washington.”’ 

“I cannot believe,’’ he continued. “that 
any fair-minded American can hold any 
Ggifferent opinion regarding this situa- 
tion than that which is held by the 
Japanese themselves. We are confront- 
¢d by the gap between the power of 
tiie Federal Government to make treaties 
and its inability to control the treat- 
ment accorded the subjects of the Pow- 
ers with whom it has treaties of friend- 
ship. This difficulty the Japanese t» 
some exient understand, but it is,never- 
theless a serious flaw in our pws 
mental procedure. It is highly desir- 
able, in fact imperative, that some steps 
be taken to remedy this defect.”

cific Coast. Dr. Gulick in his speech 
teld of the warm welcome received by 
Dr. Mathews and himself in Japan not 
only by the Japanese Federated 
Churches and Missions, but by the high- 
est representatives of the Government. 
Desire America’s Friendship. 

“We velieve,’”’ said Dr. Gulick, “that 
the responsible citizenship of Japan ear- 
nestly desires to maintain the historic 
friendship with America. ‘This desire 
was constantly expressed by speakers 
and by the press. In a notable address 
Baron Kato said, among many impor- 
tant things, that Japan was ‘prepared 
to go a long way to avoid any unpleas- 
antness with America.’ 

“Everywhere we went,” Dr. Gulick 
continued, ‘‘the speakers referred to the 
historic friendship of Japan and Amer- 
ica and to the disappointment of recent 
years. A brief statement was made of 
the causes therefor and the hope was 
expressed that a solution would soon 
le found. The statement from the Japa- 
nese side was frank and direct. 


“Our replies were nc less frank and 
outspoken. We did rot fail to present 
the situation as it appears to many 
Californians We sought to avoid the 
raising of false hopes as to the ease or 
speed with which the problem of the 
East and the West is to be solved. 

“We did not fail to assure our hear- 
ers that Christians of America are 
awakening to the importance of making 
international relations Christian and our 
belief that in some way and in due time 
a solution will be found for the Cali- 
fornian question, satisfactory to Japan 
and to California and to the United 
States as a whole. To this end we urged 
that true patriots on both sides of the 
Pacific exert themselves to restrain 
jingoes, to discredit false ‘news’ and to 
frown upon those who foment friction 
and suspicion. 

Amazed by Suspicion Here, 
“Since my return to the United States 
I have become amazed at the suspicion 
of Japan's motives and policy. Appar- 
ently mischief makers have succeeded in 
poisoning the opinion of vast numbers of 
our best citizens, making them believe 
that Japan contemplates the ‘looting of 
China,’ ‘wholesale robbery,’ ‘the seizure 
of the entire empire.’ 

“In these circumstances let me sug- 
gest caution. Let us hold our judgment 
in suspense until acts make clear what 
has been taking place.”’

Maurice J. Gordon Bitterly Op- 
posed for Assistant Clerk of 
New Board. 


HALLER TO HEAD BODY 


Clerk, Sergeant, Page and Jan- 
itor Selected at Open Caucus 
of Members. 


At an open caucus last night in the 
House of Delegates chamber, 17 mem- 
bers of the new Board of Aldermen put 
over a slate framed by Chairman John 
Schmoll at a dinner yesterday at the 
American Hotel, with the exception of 
City Committeeman Maurice J. Gordon, 
who was not seiected for Assistant Clerk 
of the Board in the face of bitter oppo- 
sition by independent Aldermen. 

Alderman Clinton E.. Udell led the 
fight against Gordon and served notice 
that party leaders would have to deal 
with charges against the city commit- 
teeman in the event he is made an of. 


ficer of the béard. Wilbur C. Schwartz, 
Alderman from the Twentieth Ward, 
which Gordon represents in the com- 
mittee, offered a motion to postpone 
selection of an Assistant Clerk until to- 
day, while the roll was being called, and 
the Schmoll supporters followed that 
advice. 
Udell Attacks Combine. 

Alderman Udell, after the meeting, 
in discussing the matter with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. said: 

“I do not know how the combine 
which met yesterda« at the American 
Hotel and agreed upon a slate of offi- 
cers was organized. I did not say, as 
I have been quoted, that Chairman 
Schmoll of the Republican City Com- 
mittee is responsible for it, but I do 
say that no one can afford to be re- 
sponsible for it, and it must not be 
maintained by the Board of Alder- 
men. 

“Mayor Kiel recently voiced his 
opinion of combines in a speech at 
the City Club, when he declared that 
they always produce bad legislation.

A majority of the board voted to 
make Julius Haller Vice President of 
ihe Council to act in the place of A. 
H. Frederick, who resigned. They also 
selected Clarence Fisher for clerk and 
Herman Schworm for page. William 
Mathews, @ negro, was chosen sergeant- 
at-arms, and William Graves, a negro, 
janitor. 

Gregory Barregd From Meeting. 

At a dinner party in a parlor of the 
American Hotel in the afternoon, 2 
members _of the board decided upon 
this slate, including Gordon. Alderman 
Eugene B. Gregory of the Nineteenth 
Ward applied for admittance at the 
meeting and was turned- away by 
Schmoll men. Gregory 18 opposed to 
the selection of Gordon as assistant 
clerk. 

When the board meets late this after- 
noon it is predicted that Daniel A. Cor- 
bett, former assistant clerk of the 
House of Delegates, will be chosen in 
place of Gordon, as a compromise. 
Mayor Kiel has made it known to Alder- 
men that he would approve the selection 
of Corbett, an experienced parliamen- 
tarlan who has served four terms as an 
officer of the House under both Demo- 
cratic and Republican regimes. 

McChesney Opens Fight. 

Alderman Luke E. Hart of the Twen- 
ty-elghth Ward, presided as chairman of 
the caucus in the House chamber. As 
soon as Hart called the meeting to 
order, the attack on Schmoll’s organiza- 
tion began. Alderman William C. Mc- 
Chesney of the Seventeenth Ward de- 
manded to know why 20 members of the 
board had allowed Schmoll to preside 
at a dinner conference to which mem- 
bers of the board who were hostile to 
him were denied admittance. 

While Chairman Hart was attempting 
to explain the purpose of the conference 
he was interrupted by Delegate Edward 
E. Rudolph of the First Ward, the anti- 
Schmoll candidate for vice president of 
the board. Rudolph demanded to know 
how it happened that Schmoll’s stenog- 
rapher had telephoned Aldermen that 
the meeting called for Republican head- 
quarters in the Odd Fellows’ Building 
had been switched to the House of De!l- 
egates chamber last night. 

Alderman Barney L. Schwartz rose to 
object to the questions asked by Mr. 
Chesney and Rudolph, but was inter- 
rupted by Alderman Haller, the Schmoll 
floor leader, who said the switch to the 
city hall had been decided upon as a 
courtesy to Mayor Kiel. Haller made 
no attempt to answer the assertion that 
Schmoll’s stenographer was the one to 
announce the change yesterday. 

The Aldermen served notice by resolu- 


| tion on the Efficiency Board that it 


would not be permitted to use the House 
chamber as ai examination room. The 
room had been used ali day yesterday 
for the examination of applicants for 
Deputy Assessors. 

Haller received 21 votes for vice presi- 
Gent. Rudolph received the votes of 


Aldermen Udell, Bergmann, Lohman, 
McChesney and himself. Aldermea 
Gregory and Koenig refused to vote. 
A committee was selected to examine 
into the records of candidates for boar‘ 
offices, consisting of Aldermen Ralph 
Kilers, William F. Otto and Gregory. 


Gordon was assistant secretary of tle 
Council until it went out of existence, 
and was criticised for alleged neglect 
of duty by some Councilmen, who 
threatened to move that Gordon's office 
be vacnied when he failed to attend a 
meeting.

The Circuit Attorney’s Duty. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It seems to me that you are doing injustice to 
a eapable public official in the person of Circuit 
Attorney Harvey, when you criticise him for not 
acting promptly in the matter of making an in- 

gation with a view of prosecuting Mr. Fred- 
erick for his alleged criminal acts. 

‘Judge Harvey holds probably the most respon- 
sible public position in the city of St. Louis. It 
14 his duty not only to prosecute when he is mor- 
ally certain of the commission of a crime, but it 
is equally his duty not to prosecute until he is 
morally certain that a crime has been commit- 
ted. In the performance. of his duties he must 


move with circumspection. 

Now, consider for a moment his situation, 
Judge Harvey was elected on the Democratic 
ticket, he being a Democrat in politics. On the 
eve of an important election rumors, or reports 
if you will, are brought to his ears that a cer- 
tain candidate for a high public position was 
guilty of a crime committed in 1910—a crime 
that was so stale that it was,barred by the stat- 
ute of limitations—and a crime for which the 
deer could not be criminally prosecuted. This 
particular criminal offense was, therefore, be- 
yond the power of prosecution, and, therefore, 
from any point of view, considering the duties 
of that office. If Judge Harvey had instituted 
an investigation he could, not have escaped the 
imputation of prostituting his office for partisan 
purposes, and inasmuch as the particular offense, 
of which report was made, had long since been 
barred by the statute, a charge against Judge 
Harvey of using his great office for purely par- 
tisan politics, in my opinion, could have been 
justly made. It is the duty of the Cirouit At- 
torney to believe every man innocent until he 
ia proved guilty, and it is as much his duty to 
act on that presumption of law as it is the duty 
of those who are not holding office. In past 
years the charge has frequently been made that 
the office of the Circuit Attorney of the city of 
St. Louls was used for political purposes. I have 
no doubt that the charges so often made were in 
many instances justly made. 

I think the people of our city are to be con- 
gratulated that they have a man now filling 
that high office who is strong enough to resist 
the temptations which to former Circuit Attor- 
neys proved so irresistible.

The decision of the Federal Supreme Court re- 
lieves the State of Georgia of no part of the heavy 
responsibility it will assume, if it executes Leo 
Frank without a further judicial inquiry into the 
facts held to support the presumption of his guilt. 

Practically all the United States Justices did 
was to adhere to their long established custom of 
declining to inferfere in a State criminal case 
when the forms of law have been complied with. 
They point out that the conviction of the de- 
fendant was upheld by the Georgia Supreme Court 
in an atmosphere entirely different from that of 
the trial court and “free from any suggestion of 
mob violence.” Their decision is summed up in 
the following: 

The mere assertion by the prisoner that the 
facts of the matter are other than the State 
courts, upon full investigation, determined 
them to be, will not be treated as raising an 
issue respecting that determination. 

Technical principle and precedent thus deter- 
mine the attitude of seven of the nine Justices. 
The two other Justices arrived at a dissenting 
conclusion. The majority opinion contains noth- 
ing justifying any supposition that the seven 
would not also have reached the dissenting con- 
clusion, had they felt at liberty to do as the two 
did—that is, to consider the case on its merits 
apart from accepted principles defining the limi- 
tations of Federal jurisprudence. 

The dissenting members of the court—Justice 
Hughes and Justice Holmes, two of the ablest men 
on the bench—hold that this specific case alone 
would justify a change in the court’s policy, un- 
der which change criminal appeals would be con- 
sidered with the same latitude of judgment as civ- 
il appeals. Here are some of the things they say: 

This is not a matter for polite presump- 
tions; we must look the facts in the face. 

Any Judge who has sat with juries knows 
that in spite of the forms of law they are ex- 
tremely likely to be impregnated by the en- 
vironing atmosphere. We think the presump- 
tion overwhelming that the jury responded to 
the passions of the mob. 

It is our duty * * * to declare lynch 
law as little valid when practiced by a regu- 
larly drawn jury as when administered by one 
elected by a mob intent on death. 


It is up to Georgia now. Those who have con- 
tended so earnestly that grave doubt exists as to 
Leo Frank’s guilt are in good company. To 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Holmes “the presumption is 
overwhelming,” that he did not have a fair trial. 
What will Georgia do? Will it condone lynch 
law by a regularly drawn jury? 

Legal technicalities should be swept aside and 
Frank granted a new trial on a change of venue 
to another county. The alternative is a commu- 
tation of sentence that will leave to time his vin- 
dication or the more conclusive establishment of 
his guilt.

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THEODORE’S FRIEND AT COURT. 


Boss Barnes is befriending his enemy, Theodore 
Roosevelt, by pressing a libel suit against him, and 
reminding everybody that there is, or was, such a 
person.

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THE HIGH OOST OF GOVERNMENT. 


After all, it may be that when the Mr. Aldrich 
who framed tariff revisions and the Mr. Aldrich 
who labored for a reform of the banking and 
money system have been forgotten, the Mr. Al- 
drich who declared that he could save the people 
$300,000,000 a year by running their Government 
on business principles will be remembered.

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LOWER ANIMALS IN THE NEWS. 


The most important of various references in the 
news of the day to the lower orders in the animal 
kingdom makes us acquainted with Theo. Bud- 
ney’s cat. 

The number of highwaymen who sprang upon 
Mr. Budney when, carrying the cat, he was cross- 
ing Loomis street bridge in Chicago is placed at 
four, but even though this is an exaggeration and 
the real number was but one, there is a lesson 
in the reference. The faithful animal instantly 
devoted itself to the protection of its protector, 
and with prodigious yowlings, scratchings and bit- 
ings it put the four robbers to flight. 

That safety first demands in every instance 
that a cat shall be taken along when one is on 
the streets of Chicago at night by no means fol- 
lows. Discommoded, these uncertain animals 
often are as likely to sink their claws into the 
proteges they are guarding as into the attack- 
ing bandits. With, however, something in the na- 
ture of a Maxim muffler to prevent one’s where- 
abouts from being prematurely revealed and a 
safety trigger appliance reserving fire until owner 
is ready, they might help in aie life a trifle 
more tolerable in Chicago.

When his neighbors’ 
poultry went home tangling from their bills labels 
to the effect, “I am a naughty chicken; I’ve been 
scratching up Mr. Sackett’s garden,” denial of the 
authorship of the ruin was made impossible, 
neighborhood hard feeling prevented, community 
feuds averted and lawsuits thwarted. In every St. 
Louis suburb this Wisconsin idea will be found of 
value. 
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THE ALDERMANIC COMBINE. 

Beginning with a machine combine in a partt- 
san Republican body the Board of Aldermen 
makes a bad start. The eagerness of the organi- 
zation leaders to control the action of the board 
was 80 great that it would not trust control to 
the free will of the members, all Republicans, 
but felt impelled to organize a machine ma- 
jority. The submissiveness of the majority is 
proved by their willingness to organize into a 
working combine. 

The only purpose that can be conceived for 
the organizing of such a combine is to gather in 
the available spoils for machine henchmen. As 
the new charter provides for the efficiency sys- 
tem the formation of a spoils combine threatens 
to weaken or break it down altogether. 

Alderman Udell was right in protesting against 
the combine as an insult to the people of St. 
Louis. It is more than an insult; it is a menace. 

A combine formed for one purpose may be 
used for any purpose. The agreement or un- 
derstanding of its members to act in harmony 
for the common interest under a combine leader 
or a party boss may be put to the worst uses. 
The people will watch the development of this 
menacing product of triumphant partisanship 
with deep anxiety. 
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MUNICIPAL UTILITIES. 

There was a complete exposition in Monday’s 
Post-Dispatch of the powers conferred upon the 
city in the charter for the ownership opera- 
tion of public utilities and of the methods hy 
which these powers may be exercised. 

The adoption of the charter containing these 
powers was clear proof of the will of the people 
that the city shall own and operate utiHties when- 
ever it is necessary or advantageous to do so. 
Two conditions, however, are essential to the 
application of the power to successful use: 


1. The merit system. 
2. Circumstances which make public owner- 
ship and operation needful and advantageous. 


It would be disastrous to undertake the con- 
struction or purchase and operation of public 
utilities unless officers and employes. are on an 
efficiency instead of a political basis. No business 
in which employes are selected for other reasons 
than merit and in which employes are subject 
to wholesale changes every four years can suc- 
ceed. Public utilities managed on the spoils sys- 
tem would be intolerable. The city’s general busi- 
ness is now suffering from the pernicious activi- 
ties of spoilsmen. 

The city should enter into public utility under- 
takings with careful judgment and prudence. We 
de not want to own and operate utilities merely 
for the sake of owning and operating them, but 
to gain real benefits for the public. Rash under- 
takings without good reason and favorable condi- 
tions would result not only in the loss of money, 
but in the discrediting of public ownership. They 
would retard progress. 

In this matter we should make haste slowly. 
We should begin with the most needful plants on 
a sound basis and develop them with such busi- 
ness prudence and foresight that will assure suc- 
cess. Judicious and thorough planning is the first 
necessity. 
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CHIPPING AWAY AT PERSONAL LIBERTY. 

Because the law forbids the exhibition of the 
Willard-Johnson fight films, a contributor to the 
Post-Dispatch forum demands that some other 
films be tabooed. Says he: 

There is many a homicide, accidental death 
and serious injury that can be charged to 
these cheap “blood-and-thunder” pictures, 
which only serve to weaken the minds of the 
young people and to corrupt their morals. 
As to prize fighting, there is nothing except 
an exhibition of the manly art of self-defense 
and the world knows that this has never 
caused anyone’s mind to become weakened or 
their morals to become corrupted. 

And if blood-and-thunder films are denied those 
who enjoy them, will these good people in turn 
demand that nobody shall read trashy stories? 
And when the readers of trash are thus punished 
will they, with equal logic, seek to deprive godly 
people of the pleasure of reading tracts? Will 
these rise in their might and remove some other 
class’ favorite diversions? And so on? 

Every day diminishes personal liberty in these 
United States and it is high time to let bad enough 


alone. 


MORE WOES TO COME IN SERVIA. 

A second invasion, headed by a large force of 
trained German troops is said to be facing Servia, 
already reduced by war, famine and disease to a 
plight described as much more pitiable than Bel- 
gium’s. 

If German and Austrian forces are to be with- 
drawn for such a purpose from other points where 
they are urgently needed, we may assume that 
the move is planned in a belief that Rumania is 
about to attach herself along with Italy to the 
Eurasian allies. If Servia should be rapidly 
overrun, a warning would be conveyed which 
the Rumanians might heed. If they disregarded 
it and persisted in fighting, a secure hold on 
Servia’s territory would give large advantages in 
operating against Rumania’s tregps. 

Aside from lacking the help of a fleet, the Aus- 
tro-German forces are further handicapped by be- 
ing separated from their Turkish ally by a large 
extent of territory held severally by Greece, Bul- 
garia, Rumania and Servia. The capture of all 
Servia would have the further benefit of extending 
the territory held by the Germanic allies well 
down toward that held by the Sultan and facili-
